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Tough  games 

Unichem  has  formally  announced  that  it 
will  proceed  against  the  Department  of 
Health  in  respect  of  members'  profit  share 
after  showing  two  "yellow"  cards  earlier 
in  the  season  (C&D,  February  14,  p268 
and  September  12,  p459). 

To  take  the  footballing  analogy 
further  the  Department's  team  may  be 
seen  as  playing  for  its  country  in  a  style 
determined  by  the  selection  committee 
(the  government  of  the  day)  who  are 
themselves  elected  by  the  spectators.  Its 
opposition  is  drawn  from  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  and  are 
amateurs  who  are  simply  playing  for 
themselves,  the  love  of  the  game,  to 
entertain  the  crowd  and  serve  its  best 
interests  —  the  DHSS  claim  to  do  the 
latter  as  well. 

The  crowd,  meanwhile,  wants  nothing 
more  than  a  good  game,  played  keenly 
and  according  to  the  rules  for  the  lowest 
possible  admission  price  (individual  games 
£1  and  with  free  admission  for  OAPs, 
children  under  16,  the  disabled,  pregnant 
ladies  and  nursing  mothers). 

The  Department,  as  professionals,  has 
performed  very  well  against  the  amateur 
pharmacists  in  a  series  of  "friendly 
games"  —  organised  by  the  Department's 
vice  captain,  Dr  Gerard  Vaughan  —  until 
recently,  when  coaching  by  the  PSNC  and 
a  change  in  the  rules  of  the  game  have 
improved  the  performance  of  the 
pharmacists  dramatically.  The 
Department's  team  has  also  suffered  from 
poor  performances  of  various  guest 
players  from  the  manufacturers, 
wholesalers  and  even  the  crowd. 

The  pharmacists  play  as  amateurs 
because  they  are  not  recognised  as 
"professional"  by  all  sections  of  their 
professional  body.  Indeed,  friendly  games 
do  not  qualify  for  full  caps  which  are 
awarded  only  to  institutional  members, 
academicians  and  theoreticians. 


Peter  Dodd  of  Unichem  is  the  referee 
of  this  improbable  game  and  is  applying 
the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Friendly  Society 
of  referees,  very  strictly  and  to  the  positive 
advantage  of  any  amateur  pharmacists, 
who  by  a  strange  quirk  of  fate,  can  belong 
to  the  same  Friendly  Society. 

Recent  objections  by  the  Department 
to  the  success  of  the  pharmacy  team  have 
been  directed  not  at  the  referee,  but  rather 
against  the  rules  which  allow  the 
pharmacy  amateurs  to  belong  to  the  same 
society  as  the  referee,  and  so  gain  an 
unfair  advantage.  Similar  objections  from 
referees  belonging  to  an  alternative  society 
—  the  National  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Distributors  who  run  the 
game  by  another  set  of  rules  which  the 
amateurs  find  increasingly  unattractive  — 
have  led  the  Department  to  seek  redress 
by  awarding  arbitrary  "own  goals" 
against  the  pharmacists. 

The  Friendly  Society  is  now  seeking  to 
clarify  its  members'  rights  by  recourse  to 
law. 

The  analogy  is  perhaps  fanciful  but 
the  game  being  played  in  earnest  is  of 
more  than  passing  interest  to  the  crowd  — 
the  great  British  public.  No-one  should 
doubt  the  sincerity  of  Unichem  in 
applying  the  rules  of  the  wholesaling  game 
strictly  for  the  benefit  of  its  members  and, 
it  apparently  believes,  for  the  greater  good 
of  the  profession. 

However,  the  wisdom  of  applying  its 
case  with  such  vigour  that  other 
wholesalers  are  obliged  to  offer  terms  that 
they  can  ill  afford  and  which  will  —  give 
or  take  one  or  two  per  cent  —  in  any  case 
be  clawed  back  from  the  "amateurs"  in 
the  interests  of  cutting  the  cost  of  the 
drugs  bill,  is  questionable. 

Whether  the  public  good  can  be  served 
effectively  from  pharmacies  serviced  by 
fewer  and  fewer  wholesalers  is  open  to 
doubt.  Whether  the  Government  could 
allow  the  means  of  distribution  of 
medicines  to  be  in  the  hands  of  dominant 
wholesalers,  one  of  which  is  controlled  by 
pharmacists,  who  are  eternally  seeking  a 
just  contract  is  also  doubtful.  ■

Unichem  face  court 
battle  with  DHSS 


Unichem  are  to  seek  a  judicial  declaration 
that  the  Minister  of  Health  has  acted  ultra 
vires  in  treating  its  members'  profit  share 
as  a  discount. 

Unichem  say  that  the  writ  is  likely  to 
be  served  by  the  end  of  October  and  the 
case  listed  and  heard  some  12  months 
later.  In  a  statement,  Unichem  said:  "The 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
has  been  infored  of  our  decision. 

"The  effect  of  a  judicial  declaration 
would  be  that  Unichem  members  could 
recover,  from  the  Department,  discounts 
deducted  from  remuneration  to  an  extent 
which  reflects  the  level  of  purchases  from 
Unichem.  In  addition,  the  Department 
would  not  be  able  to  apply  such  discounts 
in  the  future,  either  to  new  or  existing 
members,  unless  the  law  is  changed. 

"We  have  been  advised  in  the  matter 
by  leading  counsel,  and  we  have  good 
grounds  to  respect  his  opinion." 

In  an  interview  with  the 
pharmaceutical  Press  on  Monday,  Mr 
Peter  Dodd,  Unichem's  managing 
director,  said  that  the  profit  share  element 
being  treated  as  a  discount  by  the 
Department  could  be  "very  high"  by  the 
time  the  case  was  heard.  The  purpose  of 
Unichem's  action  is  "to  defend  the  base 
on  which  Unichem  stands"  and  has  been 
taken  "after  a  lot  of  thought." 

Mr  Dodd  insists  that  anyone  doubting 
his  sincerity  or  questioning  his  motives 
should  think  again.  He  stressed  that  the 
action  was  being  taken  to  defend  the  co- 
operative principle,  and  in  the  belief  that 
Unichem's  method  of  distributing  profit 
to  its  pharmacist  members  was  upheld  in 
law  and  could  not  be  considered  as 
"discount"  by  the  Department. 

He  pointed  out  that  Unichem  consider 
that  their  members'  profit  share  has 
improperly  been  taken  into  account  in 
both  the  £15m  clawback  withheld  from 
the  balance  sheet  on  a  once-and-for-all 
basis  for  the  period  October  1 ,  1980  to 
May  31  1981,  and  in  the  interim  discount. 
If  Unichem  win  and  the  law  is  changed 
both  the  interim  and  final  discount  levels 
for  all  pharmacists  will  have  been  pitched 
too  high  because  they  will  contain  "a 
built-in  element  reflecting  Unichem's 
rebate  to  its  members." 

Any  court  declaration  that  the 
Minister  has  acted  ultra  vires  should  mean 
that  the  Department  would  make 
restitution  of  any  rebate  that  had  been 
treated  as  "discount"  either  in  the  £15m 
withheld  for  the  October  to  June  period 


or  in  the  interim  and  final  discount  levels. 
"If  members  don't  obtain  restitution  then 
a  member  of  Unichem  would  move  to  get 
it." 

Mr  Dodd  re-emphasised  his  belief  that 
if  Unichem  were  to  win  this  action  then 
the  Government  would  move  to  change 
the  law  (CdLD,  September  12,  p459). 
However:  "The  action  that  we  are  taking 
can  still  have  benefit  for  the  independent 
pharmacist  because  anyone  joining  now 
would  have  the  benefit  of  his  profit  share 
to  that  date  [when  the  law  might  be 
changed]. 

"If  they  join  after  we  win  and  there  is 
a  change  in  the  law  they  will  not  get 
anything  apart  from  the  inherent  benefits 
of  Unichem." 

He  added  that  the  two  per  cent 
increase  in  bank  lending  rate  was  unlikely 
to  affect  the  level  of  monthly  profit  share 
for  the  "foreseeable  future."  A  Unichem 
member  purchasing  £12,000  of  goods  a 
month  "could  save  £9,000  in  a  full  year  as 
a  result  of  this  action  in  addition  to  the 
standard  benefits  they  receive"  (Mr  Dodd 
based  his  calculation  on  figures  published 
in  the  pharmaceutical  Press  on  July  1 1  on 
the  net  ingredient  cost  adjustment  scale 
effective  from  June  1). 

Mr  Dodd  said  he  could  not  foresee 
that  Unichem  would  grow  dramatically  as 
a  result  of  this  announcement.  But  he  did 
believe  that  any  increase  in  Unichem 
membership  beyond  its  present  levels 
towards  an  ' 'optimum  level  of  70  per 
cent"  of  all  independents  would  tend  "to 
unite  the  buying  power  of  independent 
pharmacies  through  Unichem  and  put 
pharmacists  in  a  powerful  position  in  the 
market  place." 

Mr  Dodd  had  earlier  made 
comparisons  with  the  farmers'  co- 
operative movement:  "They  make  profit 
payments  not  taken  into  account  [by 
Government]  in  assessing  price  subsidies 
made  to  them."  ■ 


Tenterden  fund 
still  growing 

The  Tenterden  fund  had  reached  an 
estimated  £85,000  as  C&D  went  to  press 
on  Wednesday.  The  Rural  Pharmacists 
Association  has  collected  nearly  £10,000, 
and  Mr  John  Davies,  secretary,  said  he 
was  surprised  and  gratified  that 
contributions  were  still  coming  in  steadily 
after  four  or  five  weeks.  He  has  had  no 
response  yet  from  the  multiples  to  whom 
he  wrote  last  week. 

The  PSNC  has  received  £37,774  from 
LPCs,  £15,000  from  the  NPA,  £2,447 
from  others  and  has  contributed  £20,000 
itself  towards  the  fund.  ■

Out-of-hours 

hospital 

payment 

Hospital  pharmacists  may  be  paid  for 
providing  an  out-of-hours  service  from 
next  April,  although  funding  remains  a 
problem. 

At  a  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council 
meeting  last  Friday,  the  management  side 
agreed  in  principle  to  out-of-hours 
payments  but  were  doubtful  about  their 
ability  to  fund  such  a  service.  They  asked 
the  staff  side  to  submit  an  up-dated  claim 
to  which  they  would  reply  on  December 
16  and  said  no  agreement  could  be 
implemented  before  April  1982. 

The  staff  side  said  it  would  be 
unacceptable  to  fund  the  service  out  of  the 
sum  reserved  for  the  1982  salary  increase. 
If  nothing  satisfactory  came  out  of  the 
December  meeting  they  would  have  to 
discuss  the  possibility  of  disbanding  the 
service  although  they  promised  to  take  no 
action  before  then. 

Pharmacists  at  one  hospital,  St 
James',  London  SW12,  have  already 
withdrawn  their  on-call  service  in  protest 
at  not  being  paid  and  are  only  available 
for  extreme  emergencies.  The  medical  and 
nursing  staff  had  been  sympathetic  with 
their  action  so  far,  one  of  the  pharmacists 
said,  and  they  had  the  backing  of  their 
local  Guild  branch.  They  had  not  yet  seen 
details  of  the  Whitley  Council  meeting  so 
were  unable  to  say  whether  this  would 
affect  their  decision. 


Reduction  of  hours 


Also  discussed  at  the  meeting  was  the 
possibility  of  reducing  the  working  week. 
The  management  side  agreed  that  this 
would  be  desirable  but  said  it  would  cost 
too  much.  However  the  staff  side  argued 
that  to  reduce  the  week  by  half-an-hour 
each  year  would  cost  very  little  whereupon 
the  management  side  agreed  to  consult  the 
health  authority  management. 

Removing  the  bottom  two  points  of 
the  Grade  1  pharmacist's  scale  was  agreed 
in  principle  but  again  subject  to  lack  of 
money,  with  the  management  side  saying 
funding  would  have  to  come  out  of  next 
year's  salary  increases.  It  was  argued  that 
filling  basic  grade  posts  remained  a 
problem  and  that  it  would  cost  more  to 
pay  for  locums  and  FP10(HP)s  this  winter 
than  it  would  to  delete  the  bottom  two 
points.  ■

PSGB  'has  offended' 
younger  members

membership  has  been  "highly  offended" 
by  the  Society's  attitude. 

"If  we  cannot  win  on  this  particular 
matter  of  the  new  certificate  for  which 
there  has  been  overwhelming  support, 
how  can  we  hope  to  influence  the  Society 
on  other  possibly  more  important  matters 
in  the  future?"  Mr  Howard  Turner  told 
C&D.  So  far,  the  Society  seems  to  be 
going  out  of  its  way  to  "alienate  the  new 
membership  and  ignore  their  views,"  he 
added. 

Mr  Turner  said  that  he  had  spoken  to

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Labour  moderates  fail  to  stop 
push  for  nationalisation 


Public  ownership  of  the  pharmaceutical 
and  medical  supply  industries  was  among 
the  policy  objectives  secured  by  the  left 
wing  at  the  Labour  Party's  annual 
conference  in  Brighton  last  week.  This 
was  one  of  the  key  areas  in  which  the  fight 
back  by  the  moderates  and  the  centre  left 
was  repulsed,  largely  through  the  efforts 
of  Mr  Bernard  Dix  —  National  Union  of 
Public  Employees  —  one  of  the  left  wing 
"hawks"  who  was  voted  off  the  Party's 
National  Executive. 

In  his  final  speech  from  the  platform 
he  virtually  invited  delegates  to  ignore  a 
recommendation  that  a  resolution  calling 
for  the  public  ownership  of  the 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  supply 
industries  should  be  permitted  to  the 
National  Executive  for  further 
consideration. 

Amid  cheers  from  left-wing  militants, 
the  resolution  —  which  also  embodied 
demands  for  the  abolition  of  all  health 
service  charges  —  was  carried  on  a  show 
of  hands.  But  the  decision  was  not 
endorsed  by  the  two  thirds  majority 


needed  to  ensure  its  automatic  inclusion  in 
Labour's  next  election  manifesto. 

The  resolution  also  pressed  for  a  ban 
on  all  private  medical  practice  inside  and 
outside  the  NHS,  and  advocated 
organisational  changes,  including  the 
abolition  of  family  practitioner 
committees  and  the  transfer  of  their 
functions  to  district  health  authorities. 

Mrs  Gwyneth  Dunwoody,  one  of  the 
centre  left  who  was  elected  to  the  NEC 
and  who  speaks  on  health  services  matters 
from  the  opposition  front  bench  of  the 
Commons,  supported  the 
recommendation  that  the  resolution 
should  be  permitted  to  the  Executive.  She 
stressed  that  an  NEC  working  party  was 
already  examining  all  aspects  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry. 

Mrs  Dunwoody  told  delegates  that 
among  the  proposals  under  consideration 
was  an  extension  of  generic  prescribing  so 
that  expenditure  by  the  NHS  on 
proprietary  drugs  and  medicines  could  be 
reduced.  ■ 


Consumer  awareness 
pack  for  schools 

A  consumer  education  pack  which  aims  to 
help  young  consumers  to  "stand  on  their 
own  feet  and  to  use  their  influence  in  the 
market  place  responsibly  and  effectively" 
is  being  sent  to  every  secondary  school  in 
the  country. 

"Is  the  Customer  Always  Right"  has 
been  designed  for  pupils  of  14  and  above 
and  covers  such  topics  as  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  both  customer  and 
trader,  credit  terms,  guarantees,  sales,  and 
advertising  claims. 

Launching  the  pack,  Consumer 
Affairs  Minister,  Sally  Oppenheim,  said: 
"I  hope  .  .  .  that  the  pack  will  give

Produced  in  conjunction  with  the 
Kent  police  television  unit,  the  film  is  a  20 
minute  video  production  showing  the 
consequences  to  a  16  year  old  schoolgirl, 
who  is  detained  for  shop  theft.  It  forms 
part  of  the  Kent  police's  drive  against 
shop  theft,  and  is  in  the  main  aimed  at 
children  of  secondary  school  age.  It  is 
further  hoped  that  the  production  will 
assist  local  schools  and  other  interested 
groups  in  making  a  constructive  approach 
to  the  problem.  ■

Deaths 


Don't  move! 


"We've  got  you  covered."  That's  what 
we  all  thought  when  we  originally  got  our 
'77  magnum  "Clothier"  revolvers  firmly 
pointed  at  our  enemies,  the  prescription 
poachers. 

But  after  four  years  they  have  realised 
that  we  didn't  really  want  to  kill  for  our 
guns  weren't  loaded,  and  so  some  who 
don't  mind  in  the  least  being  seen  for  what 
they  are,  are  going  to  clean  out  our  fields 
and  coverts  regardless.  Or  so  it  would 
appear. 

The  breaches  of  the  Clothier  standstill 
being,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  solely 
doctor  initiated,  have  aroused  in 
pharmacists,  particularly  those  in  rural 
areas,  a  sense  of  frustration  growing  in 
bitterness  as  each  week  passes  without  a 
sign  that  the  doctor  co-signatories  of  the 
agreement  are  able  to  commit  their  noble 
colleagues  to  put  up  the  miserable  eighty 
five  pence  needed  as  their  contribution  to 
the  compensation  fund.  Stall,  stall  and 
stall  again.  Four  years  gone  when  we 
expected  four  months. 

So  we  are  dealing  with  a  highly 
intelligent,  articulate  force,  determined  to 
increase  its  income  by  eliminating  from 
the  community  an  entire  spectrum  of 
pharmaceutical  services  by  claiming  to  do 
better  —  without  any  training  —  the  very 
basis  of  our  business  for  which  we  prepare 
by  spending  a  minimum  of  three  years 
university  study.  Not  surprising  that 
Graham  Walker  is  disillusioned  and 
proposes  four  courses  of  action,  at  the 
Lines  LPC  Conference. 

I  agree  entirely  that  we  should  start  a 
public  relations  campaign  to  show  not  so 
much  that,  in  Mr  Walker's  inelegant 
phrase  "We  can  put  our  money  where  our 
mouth  is,"  but  that  we  are  a  united 
profession,  trained  and  recognised  by 
Government  to  provide  a  full 
pharmaceutical  service,  of  which 
dispensing  is  a  part.  The  message  should 
embrace  the  whole  of  what  we  do 
including  the  aspects  of  safeguarding  the 
patient  and  customer,  but  I  suggest  it 
would  be  extremely  bad  tactics  to 
publicise  doctor  dispensing  errors  as  part 
of  our  argument.  It  may  be  true  but  is  a 
negative  selling  line. 

It  might  be  worth  meeting  with  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to  spell  out 
what  the  absence  of  a  doctor  drug  testing 
scheme  means.  The  purpose  of  testing 
scripts  is  to  check  that  what  has  been 
prescribed  has  been  dispensed  correctly 
and  in  full,  with  drugs  or  appliances  of 
approved  standards. 

Our  work  has  led  many  of  us  to  believe 
that  it  is  necessary  for  a  competent 
professional  to  check  all  dispensing,  not 


only  for  literal  accuracy  but  for 
pharmacological  bloomers  —  clangers  — 
clanging  bloomers?  Blooming  clangers  — 
Enough!  I  grow  too  serious.  I  like  the  idea 
of  a  three  mile  limit,  but  think  we  must 
continue  to  talk. 


Terse  truth 


There  is  always  a  brevity  about  the  way 
Mr  David  Sharpe  answers  questions  or 
makes  statements  which  I  find  attractive, 
a  quality  he  shares  with  Joe  Wright .  To 
find  him  able  to  say  bluntly  that  he,  also, 
thinks  the  Society  showed  a  mouldy  and 
feeble  lack  of  spirit  in  shuffling  off 
making  a  contribution  to  the  Tenterden 
fund  by  taking  counsel  first  is  reassuring 
from  a  man  in  his  position.  Frankly  I 
think  it  despicable  when  a  pharmaceutical 
service  is  threatened  by  the  outcome  of  a 
legal  battle,  to  which  all  the  other  bodies 
in  pharmacy  are  giving  support,  for  our 
Society  not  to  be  seen  to  play  a  key  role. 


On  labels 


I  type  my  labels,  and  have  done  for  quite  a 
while,  after  I  realised  that  I  could  type 
faster  than  I  write  longhand  and  remain 
(or  rather,  become)  legible.  I  used  to  use 
gummed  labels  which  I  had  specially 
printed  in  perforated  rolls  at  first,  but 
they  were  not  a  success  because  in  damp 
weather  the  rolls  became  solid.  Then  the 
printers  produced  self-adhesive  marvels 
that  I  could  reel  into  the  typewriter.  Later 
came  peelable  self-adhesives,  which  I  now 
use  in  a  variety  of  sizes  and  colours. 

All  good,  but  with  some  typewriters  I 
did  run  into  some  unexpected  problems 
which  still  cause  me  trouble  from  time  to 
time.  I  find  that  occasionally  one  label  will 
detach  itself  from  its  backing  while  under 
the  main  roller  and  then  gum  up  the  works 
quite  nicely.  I  also  get  a  gradual  build-up 
of  a  black  gooey  rubber,  presumably  the 
adhesive  which  seems  to  get  squeezed 
from  the  edges  of  the  labels  by  the 
pressure  exerted  by  the  little  rollers  on  the 
main  platen.  It's  an  absolute  curse 
because  the  machine  has  to  be  dismantled 
to  clean  it  out. 

I  fancy  one  of  those  new  Microscript 
computer  label  printers  but  wonder,  when 
their  peelable  self-adhesive  material 
squeezes  out  of  the  edges,  if  it  can  be 
wiped  clean  by  the  user  or  has  to  be 
serviced  by  the  suppliers?  Could  be 
expensive  perhaps?  ■

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WELSH  CONFERENCE 


Fewer,  larger  pharmacies 
by  the  year  2000?  

By  the  year  2000  there  will  be  about  8,000  pharmacies 
left  in  Britain.  They  will  be  larger  than  today's 
pharmacies,  a  higher  proportion  will  be  in  health 
centres,  and  they  will  make  more  use  of  trained 
dispensers  while  at  the  same  time  employing  at  least  two 
pharmacists.  So  predicted  Mr  Bernard  Silverman, 
director  of  pharmacy  services,  Boots,  at  the  Welsh 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  last  week. 


The  Conference  theme  was  "Pharmacy  in 
the  year  2000"  and  Mr  Silverman  spoke 
about  general  practice.  He  outlined  the 
decline  in  pharmacy  numbers  over  the 
past  20  years,  giving  a  current  ratio  of  one 
pharmacy  for  every  5,300  persons.  There 
was  little  indication  that  the  service  of  the 
now-closed  pharmacies  had  been  missed, 
he  said,  hence  market  forces  had  played  a 
proper  part.  A  majority  of  the  pharmacies 
which  had  closed  would  not  be  missed  by 
the  profession  for  they  presented  a  poor 
image  —  unfortunately  a  minority  of  the 
closures  were  not  in  this  category  but  were 
good  rural  pharmacies  rendered  non- 
viable because  of  the  increasing  activity  of 
dispensing  doctors. 

Although  the  loss  in  numbers  had 
slowed  over  the  past  two  years  this  would 
not  last  for  long  —  when  the  country 
began  to  emerge  from  the  recession  the 
closure  rate  would  assume  its  former 
average  of  about  2  per  cent  a  year.  Mr 
Silverman  pointed  out  that  although  this 
might  seem  contradictory,  the  greatest 
number  of  closures  corresponded  to  better 
economic  years.  As  the  economy 
recovered  a  spate  of  health  centres  would 
open  and  the  public's  increase  in  spending 
power  would  result  in  greater  allegiance  to 
the  major  shopping  complexes,  both  of 
which  would  be  detrimental  to  the 
community  pharmacy  in  a  residential 
district. 


The  right  number 


Eventually  the  number  of  pharmacies 
would  reduce  to  8,000  —  one  for  every 
7,000  people,  which  Mr  Silverman 
thought  was  about  the  right  number  to 
provide  an  adequate  service.  Many  of  the 
urban  pharmacies  would  thin  out  leaving 
a  single  prosperous  pharmacy.  Smaller 
pharmacies  would  be  eliminated  leaving  a 
greater  proportion  of  larger  ones  which 
would  then  extend  their  services  in 
response  to  an  increasing  demand  for 
alternative  medicine,  health  foods  and 


dietary  supplements.  Invalid  aids  would 
be  commonly  stocked  to  cater  for  the 
large  geriatric  population  and  increasing 
home  care. 

The  future  location  of  pharmacies  will 
be  determined  by  the  wishes  of  the  British 
public  to  have  them  available  in  shopping 
areas  and  close  to  a  surgery,  Mr  Silverman 
predicted.  Hence  they  will  be  found  in 
new  shopping  complexes,  traditional  High 
Streets,  residential  areas,  smaller  rural 
towns  and,  increasingly,  in  health  centres 
where  the  highly  trained  vocational 
pharmacist  will  be  able  to  exercise  his 
professional  role  in  collaboration  with 
other  members  of  the  health  care  team. 
This  will  include  consultations  with 
physicians  to  ensure  effective  prescribing, 
monitoring  of  medication  and 
information  to  the  patient  with  access  to 
computerised  patient  records  and  drug 
information. 

Law  and  good  professional  practice 
will  make  increasing  demands  upon 
pharmacists  to  adopt  the  highest 
standards  of  cleanliness,  hygiene  control 
and  supervision.  By  the  year  2000  Mr 
Silverman  expected  to  see  larger 
dispensaries  invariably  visible  from  the 
sales  area,  adequate  provision  for  patients 
waiting  in  the  pharmacy  and  a  private 
place  for  consultations  with  the 
pharmacist. 

Turning  to  the  pharmacist  he 
predicted  that  enhancing  professional 
status  would  be  even  more  important  in  20 
years  time  than  it  was  today. 
Undergraduate  training  would  have 
adapted  to  equip  the  graduate  for  a  role  in 
the  health  team  and  postgraduate 
education  would  start  becoming 
mandatory  with  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
Practice  setting  the  programme.  The  right 
of  the  pharmacist  to  diagnose  in  response 
to  symptoms  and  counterprescribe  for 
minor  ailments  would  have  been 
established  with  some  present-day  POM 
preparations  being  available  to 
pharmacists  but  with  proper  records  being 


kept.  Screening  for  hypertension  would  be 
commonly  done  in  the  pharmacy  and  a 
diploma  in  family  planning  would  be 
available  to  pharmacists  who  wished  to 
provide  an  oral  contraceptive  service. 

As  geriatric  health  care  increased  so 
pharmacists  would  undertake  domiciliary 
visiting  and  the  supply  of  medicines  to 
short-  and  medium-stay  nursing  homes. 
The  reduction  in  pharmacy  numbers 
together  with  the  increased  job 
satisfaction  in  general  practice  pharmacy 
would  lead  to  most  establishments 
employing  at  least  two  pharmacists.  Mr 
Silverman  envisaged  regular  corporate 
public  relations  campaigns  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  to 
enhance  the  profession's  status  and 
thought  that  pharmacists  would  be 
encouraged  to  inform  the  public  of  their 
professional  services  —  using  the 
restricted  title  "chemist"  or 
"pharmacist"  would  no  longer  be 
banned. 

Although  many  pharmacies  might  still 
use  qualified  people  exclusively  for 
dispensing,  the  pharmacist  of  the  future 
would  feel  much  more  inclined  to  make 
use  of  suitably  trained  dispensers,  he 
predicted.  The  dispensing  operation 
would  be  very  different  in  20  years  time  — 
not  only  would  the  small  amount  of 
compounding  left  have  disappeared 
completely,  but  original  pack  dispensing 
would  have  almost,  if  not  completely, 
taken  over.  Strict  product  liability,  a 
demand  for  patient  information,  an 
increased  use  of  treatment  packs,  stock 
replacement  using  data  capture  and 
computerised  pricing  would  all  contribute 
to  the  use  of  an  un-opened  package  from 
the  manufacturer. 


Reduced  drugs  bill? 


A  more  positive  effort  would  be  made  to 
reduce  the  nation's  drug  bill  with  an 
increase  in  private  or  private  insurance 
dispensing,  greater  prescribing  of  generic 
medicines  and  doctors'  self-assessment  of 
their  prescribing  using  computer- 
produced  information  supplied  by  the 
Prescription  Pricing  Authority. 

Computer  systems  would  be  used  in 
the  majority  of  pharmacies  by  the  turn  of 
the  century,  Mr  Silverman  said.  Portable 
data  entry  machines  for  stock  replacement 
would  be  commonplace  with  the  PIP  code 
replaced  by  the  European  or  even 
Universal  Article  Numbering  Code. 

Finally  he  came  on  to  NHS 
remuneration.  The  Department  of  Health 
and  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  would  have  found  a  way  to 
calculate  precise  amounts  due  to 
contractors  in  the  year  2000,  towards  the 
end  of  1999,  he  hoped.  By  then  the 
inflated  cost  of  drugs  would  be  about 
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£6,000  million  and  the  global  sum  for 
2000  approximately  £1 ,500  million. 
Payments  will  then  be  made  through  a 
simple  system  which  will  recognise  the 
professional  role,  retain  differentials  and 
eliminate  discount  scales  and  on-cost 
scales  together  with  the  "dippers".  Each 
payment  will  therefore  consist  of  the  cost 
of  the  material  at  list  price;  a  practice 
allowance  comprising  the  differential 
which  is  presently  covered  by  the  BPA, 
on-cost  and  discount  scales,  and  a 
professional  fee. 

Mr  Silverman  finished  by  pointing  out 
that  pharmacy  in  the  year  2000  would  be  a 
woman's  profession  —  60  per  cent  of 
practising  pharmacists  and  75  per  cent  of 
those  newly  entering  the  profession  would 
be  female. 

During  the  discussion,  Mr  Thomas,  a 
former  Welsh  pharmacist  who  now  lives 
in  New  Zealand,  reminded  Mr  Silverman 
that  in  his  country  a  one-man/one- 
pharmacy  rule  operated.  He  questioned 
the  statement  that  some  of  the  pharmacies 
now  closed  down  had  brought  the 
profession  into  disrepute  and  suggested 
that  the  large  complexes  were  more  likely 
to  do  this.  Mr  Silverman  dismissed  this 
idea  —  if  Boots  were  guilty  of  bringing  the 
profession  into  disrepute  then  they  would 
not  enjoy  such  a  high  level  of  support 
from  the  public. 

Professor  Beckett,  the  Society's 
president,  questioned  the  idea  that  the 
drugs  bill  would  continue  rising.  It  was 
based  on  the  assumption  that  the  same 


type  of  drugs  would  be  used  in  the  future 
but  he  predicted  that  the  use  of  immuno- 
modulators  would  change  therapy 
entirely.  Mrs  Linda  Stone,  a  member  of 
Council,  said  she  was  concerned  that  if 
another  2,500  pharmacies  closed,  as  Mr 
Silverman  had  predicted,  then  not  all  the 
ones  closing  down  would  be  those  the 
profession  wanted  to  be  rid  of.  There  were 
a  growing  number  of  privately-owned 
chains,  able  to  survive  better  than 
independent  pharmacies  in  adverse 
conditions,  which  were  not  as  ethically- 
minded  as  companies  such  as  Boots. 


Gloomy  picture 


Mr  Gordon  Appelbe,  head  of  the 
Society's  law  department,  gave  a  far 
gloomier  picture  of  the  future  of  general 
practice  pharmacy  in  his  paper  on  "Law 
and  professional  responsibility  in  the  year 
2000".  Emphasising  that  the  thoughts  he 
spoke  were  his  own,  and  had  not  been 
endorsed  by  Council,  he  described  a 
future  in  which  increasing  legislation 
would  be  brought  in  to  force  pharmacists 
into  achieving  standards  they  refused  to 
adopt  voluntarily. 

If  the  present  lack  of  supervision  and 
personal  control  of  pharmacy  medicines 
continued,  he  saw  no  reason  why 
pharmacists  should  be  allowed  to 
maintain  their  monopoly  of  distribution. 
Like  all  legislation,  such  supervision  was 
for  the  benefit  and  protection  of  the 


public  and  pharmacists  should  not  look 
upon  it  as  a  chore  they  had  to  comply 
with.  In  his  view  it  involved  the  direct 
personal  involvement  of  the  pharmacist. 
He  suggested  that,  if  the  present  trend 
continued,  there  would  be  no  justification 
for  pharmacy  medicines  and  that  by  the 
year  2000  there  would  be  a  strong 
argument  for  only  two  classes  — 
prescription  only  medicines  and  those  on 
the  general  sale  list  —  with  the  removal  of 
pharmacy  medicines  to  the  prescription 
only  list. 

Similarly,  pharmacists'  attitudes  to  the 
use  of  child-resistant  containers  would 
determine  whether  their  use  would  be 
mandatory  at  the  end  of  the  century.  The 
way  some  pharmacists  were  making 
excuses  in  order  not  to  use  CRCs  made  a 
statutory  requirement  seem  inevitable. 

The  security  and  safe  custody  of 
medicines  had  become  increasingly 
worrying,  Mr  Appelbe  continued, 
particularly  in  relation  to  Controlled 
Drugs  and  other  drugs  liable  to  misuse.  If 
the  pharmacist  was  not  prepared 
professionally  to  ensure  the  safe  keeping 
of  all  medicinal  products  then  he  believed 
that  legislation  would  be  introduced 
within  the  next  20  years  and  that  relating 
to  Controlled  Drugs  considerably 
tightened.

Mr  R.  J.  G.  McDonald  has  been 
recommended  for  election  as  president  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  for  1981-82. 

At  the  September  PSNI  Council 
meeting,  Mr  J.  H.  Galbraith  was 


recommended  for  vice-president  and  Mr 
G.  E.  Mcllhagger,  for  treasurer.  The 
election  of  officers  will  take  place  at  this 
month's  meeting. 

■The  president  said  some  members  of 
Council  had  met  representatives  of  the 
BMA  General  Medical  Services 
Committee  as  a  result  of  the  Council's 
decision  that  the  recommendations  of  the 


Clothier  Report  had  no  application  in 
Northern  Ireland.  It  had  been  suggested  at 
the  meeting  that  a  joint  committee  might 
be  set  up  to  prevent  the  opening  of  a 
pharmacy  in  a  district  where  a  doctor 
dispensed  for  patients  on  his  list  or  to 
prevent  a  doctor  commencing  to  dispense 
in  an  area  where  there  was  an  established 
pharmacist. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Society  had 
no  power  to  prevent  the  opening  of  a 
pharmacy  but  had  been  actively 
endeavouring  over  the  past  fifteen  years 
to  have  introduced  some  form  of 
geographical  distribution  of  pharmacies. 
Numerous  reports  have  been  submitted 
and  meetings  held  but  the  Department  of 
Health  remained  adamant  on  the  matter. 
It  was  finally  agreed  that  those  present  at 
the  meeting  would  report  back  to  their 
respective  bodies  to  decide  whether  any 
useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  the 
formation  of  a  joint  committee.  If  such  a 
committee  was  formed  it  could  meet  when 
any  difficulty  arose  and  the  matter  could 
be  drawn  to  the  attention  of  members  of 
both  professions  at  local  level  for  their 
opinion.  It  was  agreed  to  discuss  the 
matter  more  fully  at  the  next  meeting. 

■  Arising  out  of  a  submission  made  when 
the  paper  on  "The  structure  and 
management  of  health  and  personal  social 
services  in  Northern  Ireland"  was 
previously  considered,  a  letter  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Services 
stated  that  the  standing  of  the  chief  dental 
officer  and  the  area  pharmaceutical 
officer  required  clarification.

under  consideration. ' ' 

■  The  secretary  said  he  had  received 
details  of  the  programme  for  the  17th 
annual  conference  of  the  Institute  of 
Pharmacy  Management  to  be  held  at 
Aldeburgh,  Suffolk,  October  25-28.

SUNGLASSES 


Summertime 
blues  for 
sun  shades 


"Too  many  companies  have  over- 
estimated the  size  of  the  market  and 
under-estimated  the  effects  of  a  bad 
Summer.  If  you  fall  into  this  trap  you  are 
left  with  high  stocks  and  therefore  your 
collections  from  year  to  year  deteriorate." 

This  was  a  comment  made  by  Rod 
Lane  of  Mazzucchelli  in  C&D's  January 
sunglass  supplement.  And,  it  appears,  one 
that  has  come  all  too  true. 

With  the  market  saturated  by  both 
rain  and  ranges  for  five  consecutive  years 
now,  something  had  to  give  —  either  the 
weather  or  the  manufacturers.  And  it 
wasn't  the  weather  —  many  retail  outlets 
were  already  selling  sunglasses  cut  price 
when  the  sun  put  in  an  appearance  in  late 
July  and  the  public  decided  to  buy. 

A  lesson  was  learnt  the  hard  way.  For 
consumers  sunglasses  are  sun  glasses 
regardless  of  company  banners  and 
advertising  campaigns.  And  for  the 
companies  the  heady  days  of  the  '70s  have 
gone  as  have  the  consumer  advertising 
spends. 

Ranges  are  on  the  whole  cautious  this 
year.  Of  the  "big  three"  Polaroid  are 
concentrating  on  the  lower  market  sector, 
Foster  Grant  have  cut  back  on  both 
models  and  prices  and  Gibbs  appear  to  be 
still  deciding  what  to  do. 

Activity  for  the  forthcoming  season 
will  be  concentrated  on  getting  the 
distribution  in-store  and  being  ready  for 
those  all  too  rare  rays  of  sunshine.  And 
this  could  be  an  ideal  time,  with  more 
"realistic"  trading  parcels  available,  for 


the  pharmacist  to  take  a  fresh  look  at  the 
market.  It  could  be  that  in  this  case  every 
cloud  does  have  a  silver  lining.

Foster  Grant  — 
a  ' realistic' 
approach 

Foster  Grant  say  they  are  taking  a 
"realistic"  approach  in  a  depressed 
market  by  cutting  back  on  models  and 
prices. 

Estimating  the  market  has  declined  by 
18-20  per  cent  on  last  year  to  stand  at  5 
million  units,  the  company  has  reduced  its 
range  and  cut  prices  at  the  top  end  for  the 
forthcoming  season. 

This  does  not  mean  they  are  accepting 
defeat,  says  marketing  director  Graham 
Elson,  but  facing  reality. 

With  a  third  of  the  styles  discontinued 
the  1982  range  comprises  80  styles,  13  of 
which  are  new.  This  compares  with  the 
1981  range  of  96  (29  new).  Prices  are 
between  £5.99  and  £13.50  (whereas  this 
season  the  top  end  of  the  range  is  retailing 
for  £16.99).  "We  are  playing  safe"  says 
Mr  Elson  "for  our  benefit  and  the 
independent  retailer". 

Metal  frames  in  majority 

The  majority  of  sunglasses,  in  what  is  best 
described  as  a  conservative  range,  have 
metal  frames  —  these  outsold  plastic 
styles  at  a  ratio  of  two  to  one  this  season. 
Rimless  and  super  skinnies  are  the  most 
popular,  says  the  company,  and  after  the 
introduction  of  crylon  frames  this  season 
two  further  styles  have  been  added. 

"Gradient  and  polarising  lenses 
continue  to  feature  in  the  range  but 
Reactolite  Rapide's  share  of  the  market 
continues  to  increase  and  more  styles  are 
included  in  Foster  Grant's  1982  range." 

All  sunglasses  are  colour  coded  with 
tags  carrying  details  of  lens  type,  price  and 
style  number.  There  is  a  special  tag  for 
crylon  frames.  Merchandisers  for  floor 
and  counter  display  remain  as  before  with 
space  for  clip  'n  flips. 


Five  standard  trade  parcels  are 
available  (50,  75,  100,  150  and  500  pairs) 
and  for  the  second  year  running  there  will 
be  no  consumer  advertising.  The 
promotional  budget  will  be  concentrated 
on  POS  and  salesforce  activity.  Foster 
Grant,  convinced  that  UK  consumers  are 
still  motivated  to  buy  sunglasses  when  the 
suns  shines,  are  intent  this  year  on  getting 
the  benefit  of  any  signs  of  Summer  by 
establishing  an  effective  POS  and 
distribution  service  in-store.  They  report, 
as  evidence  that  their  major  stockholder 
sold  more  sunglasses  in  September  and 
October  last  year  than  at  any  other  time. 

Although  the  target  figure  of  3,000 
pharmacy  outlets  was  not  achieved 
Wilkinson  say  they  did  reach  their  budget 
target  and  believe  the  independent  retailer 
should  be  happy  with  the  way  this  season 
is  going. 

With  a  promotional  audio-visual  film 
depicting  deserted,  decaying  cities  as  the 
setting  for  the  1982  range  Foster  Grant 
can  only  hope  that  the  "new  city"  scenes 
at  the  end  of  the  film  will  become  reality 
in  the  new  season.

Mazzuchelli  —  strong  hold  on 
1982  market  predicted 


One  company  that  does  not  appear  to  be 
tightening  its  belt  is  Mazzucchelli.  The 
Samco  range  has  been  increased  and  now 
stands  at  95  styles.  And  the  company  is 
predicting  it  will  be  taking  a  strong  hold 
on  the  1982  market. 

Rod  Lane  marketing  director  told 
C&D  that  1981  had  been  a  good  year  for 
Samco  with  both  increased  distribution 
and  business  per  outlet  despite  the  bad 
weather.  Market  figures,  he  says,  are 
misleading  when  20-30  per  cent  of  stock 
was  already  on-shelf  at  the  start  of  the 
season  but  Mr  Lane  agrees  with  the  other 
companies  that  the  market  has 
contracted.  Despite  this  Mazzucchelli  say 
they  sold  more  sunglasses  in  1981  with  "a 
record  sell-in  period  and  a  much  improved 
market  share  in  the  later  part  of  the 
year". 

"This  has  been  despite  the  recession 
and  a  row  of  bad  Summers"  which  have 
led  to  a  "tremendous  upsurge  in 
competitiveness  with  the  sunglass 
market".  Added  to  this,  the  influx  of 
products  from  the  Far  Eastern  countries 
has  resulted  in  a  far  tougher  market 
place. 

The  Mazzucchelli  success  is  attributed 
to  a  two-fold  approach  —  firstly  company 
control  over  every  stage  of  production 
ensuring  Samco  sunglasses  "as  far  as 
price,  range  and  quality  are  concerned 
represent  more  value  to  the  consumer 
than  any  other  range." 


Building  up  business 

Research  they  claim  shows  that  over  the 
past  year  Samco,  when  selling  in 
competition  with  other  brands  in-store, 
have  always  outsold  competitors.  And 
they  say  this  has  been  achieved  without 
heavy  advertising  support.  As  Mr  Lane 
puts  it  "it  is  better  to  build  up  a  steady, 
honest  increase  of  business  instead  of 
bang,  wallop  and  then  problems".  The 
company  he  says  will  continue  to  plug 
away  to  become  established  in  more 
outlets. 

When  questioned  on  the  politics  of 
going  through  outlets  such  as  Dorothy 
Perkins  and  W.  H.  Smith  Mr  Lane  said  he 
was  concerned  this  might  affect  the 
"professional"  image  the  company  had 
built  up  for  sunglasses  but  he  re-iterated 
that  chemist  outlets  were  stifl  the  basis  for 
their  business. 

Mazzucchelli  are  not  attempting  to  go 
into  department  stores  says  Mr  Lane,  a 
move  which  he  believes  would  result  in 


price  increases  and  undermine  their  selling 
platform  of  good  value  and  quality.  With 
the  larger  High  Street  stores  only 
interested  in  product  ranges  which  are 
supported  by  national  advertising 
campaigns,  chemist  outlets  figure  strongly 
in  marketing  plans  he  says. 

The  Mazzucchelli  collection  for  1982 
has  been  selected  from  a  range  of  around 
1 ,000  models  which  the  company  prepares 
for  the  European  market.  The  British 
collection  has  had  a  face  lift  and  around 
one  third  of  the  models  are  new. 

Catering  for  all  tastes  the  range 


includes  six  lens  types  (CR39,  polarising, 
impact-resistant  mirrored  glass  lenses, 
Sunsitive  Rapid,  Reactolite  Rapide  and, 
for  the  first  time,  gradient-tinted 
Reactolite  Rapide  lenses)  and  the  nine 
collections  have  a  price  range  of 
£6.99-£19.99. 

The  days  of  big  sunglasses  are  over 
says  the  company  with  fashion  trends 
favouring  shorter  hair  and  thinner  faces. 
Two  mirrored  lenses  are  available,  one  a 
sporting  model  and  the  other  a  fashion 
item.  Lots  of  blues  and  browns  feature  in 
the  range  this  year  which  includes 
sophisticated  fashion  and  practical  styles.

Redundancy 
and  notices  - 
differences 

Some  confusion  has  arisen  about  the 
relationship  between  redundancy 
payments  made  to  dismissed  employees 
and  payments  in  lieu  of  notice  if  the 
employee  has  to  go  suddenly  because  of 
the  financial  difficulties  of  his  employer. 

There  is  in  fact  a  clear  distinction 
between  the  two.  First,  an  employee  is 
entitled  to  certain  periods  of  notice  —  or 
money  in  lieu  —  depending  on  his  length 
of  service.  Up  to  one  year's  service,  he  is 
entitled  to  a  week's  notice,  for  up  to  two 
years  service  the  period  is  two  weeks,  for 
three  years,  three  weeks  notice  and  so  on 
right  up  to  a  maximum  of  12  week's 
notice  for  12  year's  service.  Of  course  the 
entitlement  may  be  more  than  this  if  the 
employer  and  the  employee  have  agreed. 

This  notice  must  be  given  or  money 
equivalent  payment  made  when  an 
employee  is  dismissed  through 
redundancy.  In  addition,  depending  on 
age  and  length  of  service,  an  employee  is 
entitled  if  he  has  served  for  at  least  two 
years  with  the  employer  to  a  redundancey 
payment  in  the  form  of  a  lump  sum  of 
money.  Thus  redundancy  does  not  replace 
notice  or  notice  money  and  to  give  money 
in  lieu  of  notice  does  not  absolve  the 
employer  from  making  a  redundancy 
payment. 


Which  official? 


In  spite  of  the  statements  made  by  all 
governments  that  it  is  their  intention  to 
stimulate  initiative  and  enterprise  on  the 
part  of  businesses,  one  finds  that  the 
weight  of  bureaucracy  seems  to  get 
heavier  and  heavier. 

Although  one  cannot  avoid  the 
obligations  laid  down  by  law,  and 
bureaucrats  must  be  expected  to  enforce 
that  law,  sometimes  a  government 
department  or  a  local  authority  appears  to 
act  completely  unreasonably.  It  might  be 
that  they  fail  to  respond  to  your  letters  or 
that  any  query  you  raise  is  not  properly 
answered  or  there  is  a  long  delay  in  giving 
you  a  decision  on  a  point  that  needs 
clearing.  What  can  you  do  when  you  meet 
up  with  these  frustrating  circumstances? 

The  first  step  is  to  try  to  avoid  using  a 
steamhammer  to  crack  a  nut. 

If  it  is  a  government  department  that  is 
causing  the  trouble,  write  to  the  head  of 
the  department  concerned  —  usually  the 
Permanent  Secretary.  If  that  fails  to 
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produce  any  progress,  then  the  best  advice 
is  to  write  to  the  MP,  either  for  the  area  in 
which  your  business  is  situated  or  for  your 
home  area.  Set  out  the  facts  succinctly 
and  at  the  same  time  identify  the  cause  of 
your  complaint.  Although  MP's  cannot 


get  a  government  department  to  go 
outside  of  what  the  law  lays  down  to  solve 
your  difficulty,  an  MP  does  get  some 
degree  of  priority  in  the  queue  and  you 
should  get  a  reasonably  quick  answer.  If 
the  government  department  has  any 
discretion  which  it  can  exercise  in  your 
favour  there  is  likely  to  be  a  more 
favourable  outcome  if  your  MP  is 
involved. 

As  far  as  local  authorities  are 
concerned  you  write  in  the  first  instance  to 
the  Chief  Executive  —  still  called  the 
Town  Clerk  in  some  places.  If  there  is

then  no  satisfaction,  take  up  the  issue  with 
your  local  councillor.  His  or  her  name  can 
be  obtained  from  your  council  offices  or 
the  local  reference  library. 

The  local  councillor,  like  an  MP  can 
often  obtain  speedy  treatment  of  your 
problem  from  the  council  officials  where 
other  means  have  failed. 

Finally,  remember  that  if  in  either  case 
there  has  been  mal-administration  of  any 
sort,  your  MP  or  your  local  councillor  can 
refer  the  issue  to  the  Ombudsman. 

Accidents  at  work 
procedure 

If  one  of  your  employees  is  injured  as  a 
result  of  an  accident  at  work,  not  only  you 
but  your  employee  will  want  to  know 
exactly  what  to  do. 

The  first  point  to  stress  is  that  you 
should  inform  your  insurance  company 
immediately,  in  case  your  employee 
should  make  a  claim  against  you  for 
compensation  for  negligence.  If  a  claim  is 
made,  you  should  not  comment  but  you 
should  pass  the  claim  on  to  your  insurers 
and  then  you  will  be  guided  by  them. 

Quite  apart  from  any  claim  at  law  and 
quite  separate  from  it,  your  employee  is 
entitled  to  register  the  accident  as  an 
industrial  accident  and  qualify  for 
benefits  under  the  industrial  injury 
scheme.  This  qualification  for  benefits 
does  apply  whoever  was  responsible  for 
the  accident.  It  is  in  fact  a  state  insurance 
scheme. 

Register  with  DHSS 

You  should  tell  your  employee  to  register 
with  the  DHSS  and  while  your  employee 
is  away  from  work,  they  will  receive  injury 
benefit.  Then  after  six  months  or  when 
they  return  to  work,  if  the  disability  is 
lasting  as  a  result  of  the  injuries  received, 
they  will  be  eligible  for  disablement 
benefit  even  though  they  may  have 
returned  to  work  on  full  pay. 

In  order  to  establish  the  claim,  the 
DHSS  will  write  to  you  for  detail  and  you 
will  be  expected  to  reply  to  their  enquiries. 
You  are  now  also  obliged  to  keep  a  record 
of  such  enquiries  sent  to  you  by  the 
Department.  The  record  must  contain  the 
sex  and  age  of  the  individual;  the 
occupation;  the  date  of  first  absence  from 
work  and  the  nature  of  the  injury  for 
which  benefit  was  claimed. 

You  must  keep  this  record  for  at  least 
three  years  and  failure  to  do  so  can  result 
in  penalties  being  imposed  upon  you. 
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Tribunal  expenses 

You  are  probably  aware  that  if  an  ex- 
employee  takes  you  to  an  Industrial 
Tribunal  he  can  claim  certain  expenses. 
What  is  perhaps  not  widely  known  is  that 
a  businessman  or  self-employed  person 
can  also  claim  the  same  type  of  expenses. 

They  are  not  granted  to  any  legal 
representative  who  is  paid  to  represent 
you,  but  you  and  any  witnesses  you  may 
call  can  receive  first  of  all  the  cost  of 
travelling  by  public  transport  if  the 
hearing  takes  place  more  than  six  miles 


from  home  or  place  of  work.  In  addition, 
subsistence  allowances  are  paid  for  any 
absence  from  work  over  2Vi  hours  with  a 
graduated  scale  depending  how  long  you 
are  away.  Then  if  as  a  result  of  the  hearing 
you  or  any  of  your  witnesses  lose  earnings 
these  may  be  claimed  up  to  £17  per  day. 

The  clerk  at  the  Tribunal  will  be  able 
to  give  you  a  form  to  claim  these 
allowances  and  payment  will  be  made  to 
you  by  the  Department  of  Employment.

'No  smoke'  detected  without  fire 


A  new  duct  mounting  smoke  detector 
(£78.20)  is  now  available  from  Photain.  It 
is  a  self  contained  unit  which  is,  they  say, 
easily  installed,  and  it  will  monitor  the  air 
flow  in  the  duct  24  hours  per  day  and 
provide  an  output  when  smoke  is 
detected. 

The  unit  operates  on  the  principle  of 
the  smoke  obscuring  a  light  beam  and 


when  the  amount  of  smoke  exceeds  a  pre- 
set level  a  relay  is  de-energised  to  provide 
a  switched  output.  The  relay  contacts  are 
rated  at  5  amps  250v  AC  resistive  load  and 
are  capable  of  operating  fans,  dampers  or 
alarm  sounders. 

It  consists  of  a  control  unit  complete 
with  a  probe  310mm  long.  The  control  is 
mounted  on  the  outside  of  the  duct  with 


the  probe  projecting  into  the  duct.  At  the 
end  of  the  probe  is  a  reflective  disc  and  the 
control  unit  contains  the  power  supply, 
variable  sensitivity  control,  solid  state 
infra-red  light  emitting  diode,  photocell 
and  output  relay.

pack  dispensing.  Finally,  he  noted  that 
NHS  hospitals  may  well  have  their  Crown 
immunity  removed  in  relation  to  the 
Medicines  Act  by  the  21st  century. 

Moving  on  to  the  subjects  of  ethics  Mr 
Appelbe  predicted  a  new  statement  upon 
matters  of  professional  conduct  long 
before  the  year  2000,  and  probably  by 
1984/5.  This  would  be  considerably 
tougher  and  stricter  than  the  present 
statement  —  an  essential  step  if  pharmacy 
was  to  survive  as  a  profession.  Among  the 
changes  the  new  statement  would  contain 
a  confidentiality  clause,  paragraph  15  on 
doctor/pharmacist  business  relationships 
would  be  deleted  and  controlled 
advertising  of  professional  services  would 
be  allowed. 


Professional  standards 


Mr  Appelbe  then  turned  to  perhaps  his 
"favourite"  subject  —  professional 
standards.  Although  he  would  love  to  see 
"pure  professional  pharmacy"  within  the 
next  20  years  he  had  no  doubt  that  mixed 
economy  pharmacies  would  still  be 
present.  Professional  status  could  only  be 
enhanced  in  the  public's  mind  by  the 


attitude  and  appearance  of  each 
individual  retail  pharmacist  and  his 
establishment.  If  the  present  trends  in  the 
external  appearance  of  pharmacies 
continued  then  he  thought  it  could  be 
argued  that  by  the  end  of  the  next  20  years 
pharmacists  would  have  no  professional 
status  at  all  in  the  minds  of  the  public  but 
would  be  seen  as  mere  traders  —  and  not 
particularly  good  ones. 

The  internal  appearance  of  many 
pharmacies  also  left  a  lot  to  be  desired,  he 
continued.  Apart  from  the  question  of 
hygiene  and  cleanliness  it  could  not  be  in 
the  professional  interests  of  pharmacy  for 
a  customer  to  have  to  push  his  way  past  a 
refrigerator  of  ice  cream,  Christmas 
cards,  nylon  stockings,  and  arrive  at  a 
drugs  counter  laden  with  sweets  and 
cigarettes.  If  all  and  sundry  continued  to 
be  sold  in  the  so-called  interests  of 
commercial  viability  then  the 
pharmaceutical  part  of  the  establishment 
should  be  clearly  defined  with  high 
professional  standards,  he  said. 

The  Guide  to  Good  Dispensing 
Practice  would  be  tightened  in  the  next  20 
years,  Mr  Appelbe  thought,  along  with 
regulations  introduced  under  Section  66 
of  the  Medicines  Act  on  such  matters  as 
the  size  of  the  dispensary  etc.  Failure  to 
comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  guide  on 
standards  and  any  subsequent  ones  such 
as  the  recent  self-assessment  guide  would 
undoubtedly  lead  to  legislation  enforcing 
standards  in  retail  premises.

requirements.  The  storage  of  insulin  was 
causing  particular  concern  in  Wales  where 
the  incidence  of  incorrect  storage  was 
higher  than  anywhere  else  in  the  UK.  All 
would  need  a  refrigerator  of  reasonable 
size  in  future. 

Other  points  of  legislation  dealt  with 
by  Mr  Appelbe  were  the  restriction  on  the 
title  "chemist",  which  he  thought  would 
be  lost  to  pharmacy  by  the  year  2000;  the 
free  movement  of  pharmacists  throughout 
the  European  Community,  which  he 
thought  would  be  achieved  by  then  if  not 
considerably  before,  and  the  related 
matter  of  rational  location  of  pharmacies, 
which  he  also  thought  could  be  achieved 
within  the  next  two  decades. 

Strict  liability  for  medicines  would 
definitely  be  implemented  by  the  end  of 
the  century,  he  said,  leading  to  defensive 
pharmacy  —  manufacturers  would  ensure 
that  full  patient  information  was  given 
with  their  products  and  pharmacists 
would  be  forced  into  almost  total  original

Better  recognition 
from  the  public 

Mr  Appelbe  ended  on  a  slightly  more 
hopeful  note  —  although  some  of  the 
changes  he  had  outlined,  such  as  strict 
liability,  were  inevitable,  he  believed  that 
all  pharmacists  would  work  towards  a 
more  professional  image  which  would 
then  be  recognised  by  the  public,  allied 
professions,  and  the  Government. 

When  asked  about  the  question  of 
standards  of  dispensing  doctors  Mr 
Appelbe  said  it  was  not  incumbent  on  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  examine  the 
standards  of  dispensing  doctors  —  they 
should  put  their  own  house  in  order. 

On  mobile  pharmacies  he  thought  it 
could  be  a  feasible  proposition  in  the  next 
20  years  subject  to  the  security  problem. 
An  increase  in  part-time  rural  pharmacies 
was  probably  more  likely  though. 

Education  in  the  future 

Professor  P.  Spencer,  head  of  the  Welsh 
School  of  Pharmacy,  spoke  about 
education  in  the  year  2000.  Since  it  was 
impossible  to  separate  the  practice  of  a 
profession  from  its  education,  he  was 
really  being  given  a  chance  to  offer  an 
academic's  view  of  where  the  profession 
would  be  in  20  years  time,  he  said. 
Pharmaceutical  education  had  made  an 
enormous  contribution  to  the  standing  of 
the  profession  but  perhaps  it  was  now 
time  for  the  profession  to  take  real 
initiatives  and  for  academic  pharmacy  to 
offer  a  more  supportive  role. 

Of  all  the  problems  besetting  present- 
day  pharmaceutical  education,  by  far  the 
most  overwhelming  was  the  drastic  and 
continuing  fall  in  resources.  Professor 
Spencer  mentioned  the  University  Grants 
Committee  cuts  and  criticised  the 
Manpower  Survey  as  one  of  the  main 


factors  influencing  the  UGC. 

Professor  Spencer  listed  the  scientific 
advances  which  he  predicted  would  have 
implications  for  both  pharmacy  education 
and  practice:  drugs  would  become  better 
"targetted"  to  individual  tissues,  pain 
control  by  drugs  would  be  substantially 
improved  with  an  extended  pharmacy  list, 
there  would  be  a  greater  understanding  of 
mental  illness  and  a  better  use  of  existing 
drugs,  similarly  a  better  use  of  present 
cytotoxic  agents,  drugs  would  be  used  to 
help  rehabilitation  of  stroke  victims  and 
biotechnology  would  be  used  to  produce 
certain  drugs.  Some  possible 
developments  in  pharmacy  practice  would 
definitely  need  providing  for  in  the  degree 
course  —  these  included  an  increased 
pharmacist  participation  in  ward 
activities,  wider  more  effective  drug 
information  networks  integrating  all 
branches  of  the  profession  and  patient 
registration  with  pharmacies. 

He  ended  with  a  plea  to  support  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  Practice  —  if  Dr 
Vaughan  really  wanted  to  know  where 
general  practice  pharmacy  was  going  then 
he  should  look  to  the  College. 

Professor  Beckett  defended  the  UGC 
cuts  and  said  pharmaceutical  education 
had  been  feather-bedded  for  too  long. 
There  was  too  much  "dead  wood"  among 
university  staff  and  he  suggested  that 
senior  staff  should  be  made  to  take  the 
whole  of  the  examination  themselves  to 
ensure  there  was  no  waste  in  what  was 
being  taught.  Professor  Spencer  disagreed 
that  pharmacy  schools  had  been  feather- 
bedded  and  thought  it  was  impossible  for 
specialised  staff  to  sit  the  whole  exam. 

The  future  of  hospital  pharmacy  was 
outlined  by  Mr  B.  Timson,  president, 
Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists,  who 
pointed  out  that  what  he  said  were  his 
own  thoughts,  not  current  Guild  policy. 
Hospital  pharmacy  had  undergone  a 
revolution  in  the  last  ten  years,  due  to  the 
Noel  Hall  report,  but  he  predicted  that  the 
next  20  years  would  be  more  a  period  of 


evolution.  The  structure  of  hospital 
pharmacy  would  have  to  be  defended 
during  next  year's  administrative  re- 
organisation and  there  was  a  lot  of  work 
to  be  done  in  convincing  the  new 
authorities  that  it  would  be  a  disaster  to 
dismantle  the  Noel  Hall  set-up. 

Computers  would  obviously  be  used 
more  in  the  future  but  it  was  a  mistake  to 
think  they  would  be  a  universal  panacea. 
The  functions  they  would  perform,  such 
as  stock  control  and  automatic  labelling 
would  release  more  time  for  pharmacists. 
Mr  Timson  saw  clinical  pharmacy  as  the 
pharmacist's  contribution  to  the  choice  of 
the  best  drug  system  rather  than  just  the 
best  drug,  taking  into  account  all  the 
pharmaceutical  factors  as  well  as  the 
pharmacological  ones.  The  pharmacist's 
unique  knowledge  was  based  there  and  it 
was  important  that  his  education 
remained  science-based. 

Although  hospital  manufacturing  was 
being  replaced  by  commercial  suppliers 
Mr  Timson  though  this  was  a  short- 
sighted policy.  Large-scale  manufacturing 
was  redundant,  he  agreed,  but  district 
general  hospitals  should  have  facilities  to 
make  small  batches  for  product 
development  as  well  as  for  products  in 
use.  Far  more  research  and  development 
work  on  drug  systems  should  be  done  in 
hospitals  with  the  involvement  of 
production  staff  and  more  teacher 
practitioners  were  required. 

The  UGC  cuts  would  have  a 
deleterious  effect  on  hospital  recruitment, 
he  said,  as  it  was  difficult  enough  to  get 
pharmacists.  It  was  difficult  to  reconcile 
this  fact  with  the  Society's  statement  that 
too  many  pharmacists  are  being  trained. 

Speaking  about  the  future  service  Mr 
Timson  said  more  hospital  pharmacists 
would  be  required  with  residencies  in  all 
district  general  hospitals.  There  should  be 
extended  hours  of  opening  —  perhaps  to  9 
pm  —  and  remuneration  for  an  out-of- 
hours  service.  It  was  important  to  develop 
those  parts  of  the  service  where  the  unique 
skills  of  the  pharmacist  could  be  used. 
Hospital  pharmacy  did  have  a  bright 
future  but  the  pharmacist's  expertise  and 
training  should  be  guarded  jealously  and 
they  should  beware  taking  on  duties 
simply  because  other  professions  had 
neither  the  time  nor  the  inclination.  ■

peanuts  if  a  media  campaign  was  to  be 
launched.  We  would  suggest  that  such 
money  could  be  very  profitably  used  in  a 
campaign  throughout  the  country,  using 
pharmacists  and  those  in  industry  willing 
to  help.  It  is  imperative  that  pharmacists 
realise  that  the  question  put  by  Mr  Sharpe 

—  "Is  there  a  future  for  pharmacy  in  the 
NHS"  —  is  a  question  whichmust  be 
answered  by  every  pharmacist's  own 
commitment  to  the  service.  If  our  service 
in  the  pharmaceutical  field  is  all 
embracing,  and  that  means  what  it  says  — 
delivery,  consultation,  on  call,  emergency 
service  and  everything  else  that  will  build 
up  our  professionalism  —  then  pharmacy 
will  be  secure  and  irreplaceable. 

A  public  relations  campaign  is 
basically  the  service  that  we  provide,  but 
we  must  be  able  to  tell  our  patients  what 
we  are  able  and  willing  to  do  for  them.  We 
must  be  allowed  the  freedom  to  publicise 
the  services  on  offer  at  local  levels.  To 
hide  our  light  under  a  bushel  is 
tantamount  to  snuffing  out  our  existence. 
It  is  pointless  having  such  a  service  of 
excellence  if  we  are  not  able  to  tell  people 
that  it  is  available  to  them.  If  the  sum 
suggested  by  Mr  Sharpe  was  peanuts,  the 
RPA  would  be  happy  to  use  it,  not  for 
expensive  media  propaganda,  but  for  all 
the  pharmacists  who  would  want  to  get 
our  message  across,  using  local  initiatives, 
distribution  of  information  and 
discussions  with  organisations  such  as  the 
Women's  Institute. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  project 
more  positive  information  to  all  those 
people  who  throug  i  no  fault  of  their  own 

—  except  ignorance  of  the  workings  of  the 
regulations  —  get  their  medicines  from 
the  surgeries.  If  all  pharmacists  offer  a 
standard  of  service  this  service  must  be 
advertised,  indeed,  it  would  be  even  better 
if  pharmacists  were  allowed  to  operate 
only  if  they  reached  such  a  standard.  It  is 
all  very  well  setting  standards  in  ethical 
behaviour  to  prevent  "one  upmanship" 


but  such  preventive  measures  help  only  to 
stunt  our  ability  to  put  our  message 
across. 

We  all  need  to  be  able  to  explain  to  our 
customers  what  we  have  to  offer  in  the 
way  of  pharmaceutical  help.  This  should 
not  be  construed  as  touting  for  business 
—  we  can  leave  that  to  the  dispensing 
doctor;  what  it  does  mean  is  that  all  the 
information  necessary  for  people  to  get 
pharmaceutical  help  will  become  much 
better  known. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  omissions  at  the 
Woodhall  Spa  meeting  was  that  no 
mention  appeared  to  be  made  of  updating 
our  service  so  that  we  have  a  service  we 
can  produce  at  any  future  negotiations  as 
one  incapable  of  being  matched.  So 
should  we  not  start  suggesting  to  the 
Society's  membership  that  all  of  us  should 
look  at  what  we  are  offering,  and  that 
those  of  us  who  are  short  on  effort  and 
weak  on  services  should  start  re-assessing 
the  situation? 

Which  comes  first?  Our  freedom  to 
tell  people  what  we  are  willing  to  do  for 
them,  or  investment  in  Ansaphones, 
delivery  vans,  oxygen  supplies,  and 
improvement  to  premises?  If  we  aim  not 
to  hide  our  light  under  a  bushel,  let  us 
make  sure  hat  it  shines  brightly  on  an  up- 
to-date,  (    zr  and  willing  profession.

The  discussions  at  the  conference  of  the 
Lincolnshire  LPC's  annual  conference  are 
a  near  reflection  of  what  the  Rural 
Pharmacists  Association  has  been 
advancing,  with  the  occasional  difference 
on  emphasis  and  a  deviation  of  thought 
here  and  there. 

Mr  Mervyn  Madge,  RPA  chairman, 
has  been  castigating  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council  for  its  tardiness  in 
giving  financial  aid  to  Tenterden  during 
the  absence  of  Mr  David  Sharpe,  who  has 
now  completely  endorsed  Mr  Madge's 
very  strong  criticism.  Mr  Graham  Walker 
has  at  last  seen  the  dangers  of  "Clothier" 
and  has  courageously  admitted  that  the 
standstill  should  be  abandoned. 

The  implication  of  this  suggestion  is  to 
release  whatever  restraints  there  might  still 
be  in  the  minds  of  dispensing  doctors,  and 
perhaps  we  might  see  "Tenterdens" 
cropping  up  in  all  directions.  It  will 
however  give  us  back  the  freedom  that  the 
Clothier  recommendations  took  away 
from  pharmacists,  and  that  is  the  right  to 
practise  where  there  is  a  pharmaceutical 
need.  Graham  Walker  talks  about 
implementing  a  three  mile  limit.  As 
starters  this  is  a  good  way  to  tackle  the 
problem,  except  that  it  is  unlikely  that  the 
response  to  this  suggestion  will  be 
immediate  or  possible  within  years  of  his 
suggesting  it  —  unless  it  is  backed  up  by 
the  massive  publicity  campaign  that  he 
talks  about.  Action  regarding  the  drug 
testing  and  accountability  must  be  taken 
to  the  public  accounts  committee  in 
Parliament,  which  would  involve  far  more 
open  debate  than  if  it  were  taken  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

I  would  support  everything  that  David 
Sharpe  expressed  at  the  meeting,  except 
his  statement  that  £68,000  would  be

...while  HSE  push 
on  with  EEC  ruling 


Working  party  looks  at 
easing  of  R&D  burden . . . 


Two  options  designed  to  encourage 
research  by  easing  the  burdens  on  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  are  put  forward 
in  a  consultative  document  published  this 
week  by  the  Pharmaceuticals  Sector 
Working  Party. 

The  first  option  would  be  to  "stop  the 
patent  clock"  for  a  limited  time  while  the 
company  researching  a  new  drug  satisfied 
regulatory  controls.  The  second  option 
proposes  financial  compensation  for 
companies  awaiting  regulatory  approvals. 

The  document  points  out  that  the  cost 
of  developing  a  successful  major  drug  can 
be  £50  million  or  more  and  that  the 
benefit  to  society  from  pharmaceutical 
research  will  continue  only  if  the  chain  of 
research,  development,  production  and 
profitable  marketing  is  maintained.  The 
long  time  spent  on  R&D  and  the  need  for 
early  patenting  mean  that  the  effective  life 
of  pharmaceutical  patents  is  short 
compared  with  other  technical  areas  and 
acts  as  a  disincentive  to  innovation. 

The  working  party  suggests  that  for 
existing  patents  the  period  of  protection 
which  has  been  eroded  because  of

the  safety  messages,  there  will  be  15  prizes 
each  worth  £1 ,000  plus  £5,000's  worth  of 
runner  up  prizes  including  products  from 


premarketing  regulatory  review  or 
licensing  should  be  restored  to  the  period 
in  the  letters  patent,  on  application  to  the 
Patent  Office.  New  patents  would  have  a 
right  to  full  protection  for  20  years 
beginning  on  the  date  of  marketing 
authorisation,  e.g.  granting  of  a  product 
licence,  providing  certain  requirements 
were  met. 

Turning  to  financial  incentives  to 
increase  R&D,  the  working  party 
recommends  that  when  the 
Pharmaceutical  Price  Regulation  Scheme 
is  next  reviewed  —  probably  in  1983  — 
special  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  money  and  time  spent  on  drug  testing 
and  obtaining  product  approval.  This 
approach  would  be  selective  in  assisting 
those  companies  whose  products  were 
subject  to  the  greatest  delay  from  the 
regulatory  control  process.

Computer  link  for 
Boots  air  freight 

Boots  have  become  the  first  company  to 
go  directly  on-line  to  a  "new  and  unique" 
computer  system,  introduced  by  D.  C. 
Andrews  Ballantyne,  which  has  been 
designed  to  speed  the  handling  of  air 
freight  shipments. 

Boots  have  linked  up  to  the  computer 
at  DCAB's  offices  at  East  Midlands 
Airport  and  are  using  it  to  send  a  large 
proportion  of  their  air  freight  shipments. 
The  machine  is  said  to  be  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  in  the  world  and  is  capable  of 
preparing  all  necessary  air  freight 
documentation  for  a  shipper,  as  well  as 
providing  an  information  and  tracking 
service. 

Cost  of  going  on  to  the  system  is 
approximately  £125  per  month,  including 
installation  costs,  and  a  similar  service  will 
also  become  available  at  Heathrow 
Airport  later  this  month.  ■ 


Administrative  arrangements  for  the 
notification  of  new  substances,  which  in 
draft  form  proposals  attracted  heavy 
criticism  from  both  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  and  the 
Chemical  Industries  Association,  are 
being  drawn  up  by  the  Health  and  Safety 
Executive  and  the  Department  of  the 
Environment. 

The  proposals  are  intended  to  bring 
the  UK  into  line  with  the  rest  of  Europe 
and  are  contained  in  an  EEC  directive 
(C&D,  February  28,  p409).  They 
recommend  the  central  notification  of 
new  chemicals  before  they  are  placed  on 
the  market  if  they  are  marketed  in 
quantities  of  one  tonne  a  year  or  more. 
Manufacturers  and  importers  will  be 
obliged  to  test  all  new  substances  intended 
for  sale  in  the  UK  and  forward  the 
required  data  to  the  HSE  45  days  before 
they  are  due  to  be  placed  on  the  market. 

Consultation  on  the  proposals  ended 
on  July  31,  but  the  Health  and  Safety 
Commission  has  apparently  taken  up  only 
one  level  of  criticism  aimed  at  the 
proposals  —  that  concerning  the 
protection  of  workers.  A  working  party 
has  now  been  set-up  to  examine  existing 
arrangements  and  proposals  for  the 
protection  of  persons  using  substances  at 
work. 

But  both  APBI  and  CIA  pointed  out 
at  the  time  the  consultative  document  was 
released  that  the  proposals  go  beyond  the 
requirements  of  the  EEC  directive,  in 
some  cases  duplicating  and  overlapping 
with  other  control  mechanisms  — 
particularly  with  pharmaceuticals  and 
pesticides,  which  are  specifically  exempt 
from  the  EEC  directive. 

Industry  bodies  fear  that  the 
implementation  of  the  proposals  as  they 
stand  will  push  up  the  price  of  medicines 
and  put  commercial  confidentiality  at 
risk,  thus  encouraging  companies  to 
undertake  research  outside  the  UK. 

Although  the  proposals  are  not  yet 
law,  HSE  are  advising  manufacturers  to 
comply  with  the  administrative 
arrangements  being  made  in  advance  of 
the  regulations  to  avoid  problems  in 
selling  products  at  a  later  date  throughout 
the  EEC.  It  is  a  possibility  that  new 
products  introduced  onto  the  market 
now,  could  be  banned  in  other  EEC 
countries  as  the  proposals  have  been  "in 
force"  in  the  UK  since  September  18. 
Following  the  administrative  procedures 
will  avoid  any  such  problems. 

HSC  say  regulations  and  codes  of 
practice^will  be  shortly  available.  In  the 
meantime,  guidance  on  making  a 
notification  is  available  from:

UK  aerosol 
fillings  in 
decline 

Metal  Box  say  aerosol  fillings  in  the  UK 
have  dropped  back  since  1978,  due  mainly 
to  severe  destocking,  with  the  number  of 
filled  exports  having  fallen  off  because  the 
strength  of  sterling  encouraged  filling  in 
the  rest  of  Europe. 

A  brighter  spot  in  their  biennial  report 
"Aerosol  Figurama"  concerns  personal 
freshness  products  which  are  said  to  have 
remained  bouyant  because  of  advertising 
support  and  the  success  of  bodysprays. 

For  Western  Europe  as  a  whole  in 
1980,  fillings  reached  a  record  2,234 
million,  all  countries  except  the  UK 
maintaining  or  improving  their  number  of 
fillings  in  1979  and  1980  compared  to 
1978.  In  the  UK,  fillings  dropped  by  4  per 

Beaton  Clark  test 
X-ray  system 

Beatson  Clark  are  acting  as  "guinea  pigs" 
to  establish  whether  a  new  automated 
X-ray  inspection  system  is  suitable  for  the 
glass  bottle  manufacturing  industry. 

The  system  —  Cintel  Art  —  is 
manufactured  in  Britain  by  Peerless 
Control  Systems,  and  distributed  in  the 
packaging  industry  through  Rank  Pullin 
Controls,  a  division  of  the  Rank 
Organisation.  It  is  an  automated, 
computer-controlled  system,  which  could 
be  used  in  the  production  process  from 
raw  material  to  finished  product.

Effects  of  higher 
lending  rates 

London,  October  6:  With  the  banks 
raising  their  base  lending  rates  by  a 
further  2  per  cent  during  the  week  —  a 
move  widely  forecast  after  a  similar  rise  in 
the  previous  week  failed  to  steady  the 
pound  —  life  becomes  even  more  difficult 
for  dealers  in  the  commodity  markets. 
Few  will  be  able  to  bear  the  cost  of 
carrying  stocks  for  any  length  of  time  and 
consumers  will  be  reluctant  to  pay  much 
of  a  premium  (if  any  at  all)  over  the 
forward  rate  for  spot  supplies. 

A  number  of  essential  oils  have 
already  responded  to  that  situation. 
Petitgrain,  Chinese  peppermint,  Brazilian 
sassafras  and  Florida  orange  are  quoted  at 
the  same  levels  for  spot  and  forward 
deliveries.  In  the  case  of  Chinese 
spearmint  the  gap  between  spot  and  cif 
rates  which  a  few  weeks  ago  was  £1.80  kg 
has  now  narrowed  to  75p. 

Among  spices  price  trends  remain 
upward,  Sarawak  pepper  especially. 
Coriander  and  fenugreek  were  firm 
among  aromatic  seeds  with  China  star 
anise  difficult  to  find. 

Among  botanicals,  spot  senega  and 
lobelia  are  in  short  supply  but  copaiba 
balsam,  absent  for  several  months,  is  now 
being  quoted  again.
